One of the = strangest zogs in 
the world exists in Kenya— 
famous for its big game. It is the 
mascot zoo of the South African 
Air Force. 

During the months they have 
been in camp, members of the 
squadrons have collected lions, 
cheetahs, gazelle, zebra, giraffe 
and baboons. There is even a 
two-foot grass snake, which is 
usually found coiled up and act- 
ing as 3 paper weight on_ the 
C.0.’s desk. These are South 
Africa's official air mascots, 

“Bomber,” a magnificent six- 
months-old lion cub, belongs to 
the Headquarters of a bomber 
squadron. “Shorty,” the giraffe, 
belongs to a flight that has car- 
ried out several successful raids 
recently. The young baboon is 
called “Thunderbolt.” This vouth- 
ful luck bringer has as wrinkled 
and weather-beaten a face as 
any old Askari who has spent 
hig life wandering over the north- 
ern Kenya deserts. 


At. the Army Cooperation 
Squadron which has adopted him, 
pilots insist that he should pat 
them on the head before they 
take off. As the pat is usually 
rewarded by something to\ eat, 
“Thunderbolt” is usually uite 
anxious to bestow his blessing. 

In one way the airman’s craze 
for mascots {s part of his in- 
herent modesty. He gives the 
credit for his successes to his 
mascot, and forgéts about his own 
skill and gallantry. For example: 
a young pilot climbed out of his 
cockpit the other day. The fuse- 
lage was riddled with bullet’ 
holes, some cloSe to his, seat. As 
he wiped oil from his face and 
told of his experiences, ~ some- 
body said: “You put up 2 pretty 
good show.” He replied light-' 
heartedly:

When an_ execution 
takes place in Britain it 
costs the High Sheriff £25. 


This amount inclues the hang- |’ 
man's fee, the provision of a 
hempen rope, and a fee to the 
Under-Sheriff to see the hangman 
does his duty properly, 

This was revealed in’ the House 
of Commons recently when the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
asked to relieve the High Sheriffs 
of these fees, 

The Chancellor pointed out that 
the High Sheriff could recover 
his expenses from the Exchequer 
--With a limit of £10 for the 
first and £5 for each of the other 
prisoners who were hanged at the 
same time, 

In addition, hangman's 
traveling expenses (third-class 
rail) could also be claimed. 

The Chancellor added that he 
had not heard any suggestion that 
these allowances were insufficient. 

“Sheriffs of cities and towns, he 
said, were appointed by the loval 
authorities, and their expenses 
were not recoverable from the 
Exchequer.

Under terms. of the Armistice, France agreed to 
pay Germany Fr. 400,000,000 a day; this staggering 
sum, just under $10,000,000 at the official rate, was 
levied for the maintenance of the German Army of 
Occupation in France. 


The cost of thé upkeep, oes 
ever, of the Army of Occupa-: 
thon does not exceed Fr. 
125,000,000 a day. Thus, each;

278,000,000 clear 
after paying expenses of the 
Army of Occupation.

The recent fighting in Iraq, another oil centre,

Export Bans 


The government at all times 
reserves the right to impose ex- 
port bans on any vital product, 
and to direct its use.
